present, of course, that an admission accepted by the 
public as a fact may produce a bad reaction if it must 
later be discounted by Allied sources. 
A new s-hungry public will be well advised to con­ 
sider the source of news in every case, since it must bo 
assumed tha t G erm an propagandists will pass up no 
chance to practice their cynical art when the right 
tim e comes. But meanwhile it m ust be adm itted they 
are releasing the news which Allied headquarters so 
far has been confirming in the battle of France.

Price Levels Have 
Affect On Behavior 


(B y U nited P ress) 
STATE COLLEGE, Pa. — The 
public’s behavior is definitely a f­ 
fected by rising prices, according 
to Dr. M. E. John, professor of 
rural sociology at the Pennsylvania 
State college. 
In some ways, the chances are 
good and in other ways they are 
bad. Divorces increase when prices 
rise, he pointed out, while suicides 
and deaths from alcoholism de­ 
cline. 
When the price level rose sharply 
from 1914 to 1920, the divorce rate 
increased from 110 to 160 per 100.- 
000 people. In contrast, divorces 
declined from 168 to 128 per 100.- 
000 when prices dropped in 1929. 
Increased prices from 1932 to 1935 
pushed the figures up again from 
128 to 171. 
“T here 
are 
two 
explanations,” 
Dr. John said. 
“In depressions, 
many people who want a divorce 
can ’t afford it, and hard times of­ 
ten bring a husband and wife into 
closer harm ony.” 
D eaths from alcoholism declined 
during th e price rise of World war 
I. from 5.8 per 100.000 persons in 
1914 to one per 
100,000 in 
1920. 
Deaths from alcoholism increased 
greatly during the depression. 
“Evidently, excessive drinking is 


not caused by having more money,” 
Dr. 
John 
explained. 
“I t’s 
more 
likely th at some people resort to 
excessive use of alcohol as a way to 
forget everything.” 
Suicides also declined w ith the 
prices of World war I, he added, 
but the low prices of the 1920.S 
were accompanied by an increase 
in the num ber of suicides from 10 
tp over 12 per 100,000. During the 
days of the stock m arket crash and 
the 
depression, 
the suicide 
rate 
jumped from 14 to 17 per 100,000 
population.
